Teachers  College  is  the  chief  speaker  for 
the  Association  Dinner  program  this 
evoniiig.  Mr.  Mehus,  who  has  just 
risen  to  address  the  largo  group  seated 
at  the  bitter-sweet  bedecked  tables,  lias 
managed  to  make  the  merrymakers  un¬ 
derstand  that  ho  is  under  bond  not  to 
talk  more  than  twenty  minutes. 
He  is  gallantly  rising  to  the  occasion 
of  being  tho  principal  speaker  on  the 
program,  and  is  adding  tho  serious  noto 
to  tho  activities  by  suggesting  that 
Alma  Mater  should  ring  through  the 
hearts  and -minds  of  the  --students  in 
tfieir  every' day  work,  and  hot  merely 
on  big  special  times  such  as  tho  Homo¬ 
coming  Dinner,  or  at  tho  special  gather¬ 
ings  where  it  is  easy  to  show  emotion.

Mr.  Mehus  is  suggesting  that  gradu¬ 
ates  and  students  of  tho  Colloge  should 
sond  good  students  to  their  Alma  Mater, 
since  this  will  mean  outstanding  gradu-.- 
ates  who  will  reflect  honor  and  glory 
on  tho  College  and  on  those  at  tho 
.  College  who  are  giving  their  best  to  tho 
students.  Mr.  Mehus  has  mentioned  the 
fact  that  a  college  is  judged  largely  by 
what  its  graduates  do  and  by  the  suc¬ 
cess  with  which  they  moot  their  life’s 
work. 

Tho  speaker  is  urging  that  tho  asso¬ 
ciation  so  organize  that  it  can  make  a 
study  of  what  it  can  and  should  do  to 
help  tho  College  to  live  up  to  its  respon¬ 
sibility  and  opportunities. 

While  wo  can’t  toll  just  exactly  what 
Mr.  Mohus  will  say  noxt  it  is  ovidont 
from  tho  way  ho  is  qunffing  his  gluss 
of  H20'  that  there  are  many  things  run¬ 
ning  thru  his  mind  which  ho  would  like 
to  toll  us  that  we  as  an  association 
should  do — and  if  it  just  weren’t  for 
that  Bond  Agreement**!** — .
